On December 3, 2009, Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless and its affiliates (Cellco) filed
requests to amend the eligible telecommunications carrier (ETC) designations held by the company in the
name of ALLTEL Communications, Inc. and its affiliated legal entities (Alltel) in the states of Alabama
and North Carolina.! Cellco also filed a request to amend the ETC designations held by the company in
the name of Alltel and RCC Holdings, Inc., and its affiliated legal entities (RCC) in the commonwealth of
Virginia.” Cellco stated that, for the purpose of the ETC entities, the pro forma amendments would
complete the previously approved transaction whereby Alltel and RCC became wholly-owned indirect
subsidiaries of Cellco.” Under the proposed amendment, Alltel’s and RCC’s ETC designations would
reflect Cellco as the designated entity.
